ruptoy; with the deliberate intention 
of giving an undue preference to one 
oreditcr over the body of oreditors, 
and that they were therefore fraudulent 
and void.

‘This waa an appeal against a decree of the 
Supreme Court He Hong Kong, dated Feb. 
16, 1876, and made ina suit in which the 
above-named appellants were dofendants. 

“The suit was instituted by the Trustees of 
Augustine Heard and Co, (thé respondents), 
in virtue of a deed of assignment expressed 
to be made and entered into by and between 
the members of the firm of Augustine 

: and their. creditors, dated 

the 19th April, 1875, and under provisions 
of the Hong Seong Bankruptoy Ordinance 
of 1864, and the object of the auit was to 
have certain mortgages, eight in number, 
ven to the appellants Bonecke ‘and Co,) 
Augustine Heard and Co., sot aside for 
-the benefit of the creditors under the trust 
deed. ‘The decree of the Supreme Court in 
Hong Kong not aside.the mortgages given 
to the appellants, and against this judgment 
the present appoal. was instituted. 

‘Phe reasonsfor theappeal wereasfollowi— 

1. Because the eaid deed of the 10th of 
April, 1875, did not place the respondents 
jn the position of anaignecs in bankruptoy, 
pnd gave thom no title enabling them to 
Smpaach the mortgages. 

8, Because the appellants cannot be 
treated an having assented to the said 
dead, except upon the condition that their 
socurities should not be compromised. 

3, Because by virtuo of the arrangements 
Dbetweon the appellants and the said firm of

The judgment delivered by Sir R, Collier 
iy as follows :— 

This is an action brought by trusteos 
appointed under the provisions ofa deed of 
the 19th of April, 1876, executed by the 
firm’ of Augustine Heard and Company, 
carrying on business in Hongkong, a8 well 
The plaintifia aue for 
the purpose of sotting aside certain ‘con- 
yeyanoes of real property to the defendanta, 
merchants in London, on the ground that 
they were given by way of fraudulent pre- 
ference, vn : 

The firat question raised by the de- 
foudants, ia whethor tho plaintiffs have the 
right to maintain a suit on this ground ; 
and inasmuch as this question, if disposed 
of in favour of the appellants, decides the 
case, thelr Lordships have thought it destr- 
able to hear the argument. upon it in the 
first instance. 

This: question depelss upon the con- 
struction of an ordinance of Hongkong in 
1864 on the subject of bankruptoy, which 
was passed three years after,the well-known 
Bankeuptéy Act in this country of 1861, 
and in a great’ measure, indeed in a great 
number of clauses, almoat totidem verbia, 
follows that enactment. ., 

The material sootiona of that ordinance 
for the present purpose are, firat rection 
163; This comes under the head of * Trust 
deeds for the benefit of oreditors,” and 
eriacta ae follows :~—'' Every deed or inatru- 
ment made or ontered into betweon a debtor 
and his creditors, or any of them, a8 
trustees for the reat, ora trustes on thelr 
bohalf, relating to the debts or the abilities 
of the debtor, and his release therefrom, or 
the diatribution, management, aud wind- 
ing up of his estate, or any of such matters, 
aball. boas valid and effectual and binding 
on all the creditora of such debtor as if 
‘they were parties to and had duly executed 
the same, provided the following conditions 
be observed.” Then come soyeral condl- 
tions, The first of them‘is that the deed 
shall be s conveyauce of tho estate of the 
debtor, excopt a small portion ; the next, 
that a mejority in number representing 
three-fourths in value of the oreditors shall 
in writing assont to or approve of such 
deed, Then come provisions relating to 
the execution of the trust deed. - Thon 
follows a further provision in these terms : 
_ Within twenty-eight days from the 
day of the ‘execution of such deed or 
instrument by the debtor, the sane 
shall be produced and left at the office 
of the egiatrar for the, purpose of 
boing registered.” Tho next section, 164, 
provides for a special form and manner of 
registration of documents of thiskind. It 
requires that “Phe daty, names, and de- 
acriptions of the parties to every such deed 
or instrument, not including tho creditors, 
togett.ar with a short statement of the nature 
and effect thereof, ahall be entered by the 
Rogiatrar in a book to bo kept exclusively 
for the purposes of suck registration. Such 
entry. shall be made within forty-eight, hours 
after the deed sball have been left at the 
office aa aforesaid, and 8 copy of such entry 
shall be published in the Hong Kong Govern- 
‘ment Gaaette as soon aa reasonably can be 
done. after, but in no 
from the time of making such entry.” 

lt is clear that the deod in this case does 
not fall under the provisions of these sec- 
tions, inasmuch as it was not proved to have 
received the requisite assent of creditors. 
But it was contended, and. this in effect was 
the ruling of the Court below, that this 
deed being one within the provisions, of 
Section 166 fell within those of Section 167, 
and therefore operated to give the plaintiffs 
all the rights of action which would have 
accrued to assigneeain bankruptcy. Jt will 
be necessary to examine both these sections, 


Section 160 is in these terms: —“ Every deed, 


Instrument, or agreement whatsoover,” and it 
may be observed that the term “agreement” 
is here inserted, which is not to be found 
inthe previous clause, “made and executed 
by which a, debtor not being a bankrupt 
conveys, or covenants or agrees to convey, 
hie estate and effects, except such portion 
thereof as aforesaid for the benefic of his 
creditors,” It may be further observed that 
this clause contemplates not only a deed 
conveying the pankrupt’a estate, but an 
agreement to convey it; the clause proceeds, 
“or makes any arrangement or agresment 
with his creditors, or any person on 
their behalf, for the distribution, inspec: 
tlon, conduct, management, or winding 
up of his affairs or estate, oF the release 
or discharge of such debtor from his debts 
or liabilities, shall, within. twenty-eight 
days from and after the execution thereof 
by such debtor, or within such forther'time 
asthe Court shall allow,.be registered in 
the Court ; and in default thereof shall not 
be received in evidence.” - i 

This section, although it may possibly 
include déeds described in the former, 
embraves a. largo class of deads of a very 
diferent character, and extends to “ agres- 
iments” of soveral kinds, Itis wide enough 
to comprise almost any written’ agreement, 
whethor under seal or not, which the debtor 
may oxedute even without the consent of 
any of hia oreditors, appointing an inspector 
or trustee with the view of winding up or 
managing bis affaira, although it does not 
convey the whole or any part of his estate, 
or effect a 'aeasio bonorum.” 8 ction 166 
jn: to this effect “Every such deed, on 
being s0 registered an afo-esaid, shall have 
4 memorandum thereof written on-the fate 
of such deed, stating the day and the hour 
of the day at which the.aamo was brought 
into the offices of the registrar for’ registra- 
tion.” .‘lheir Lordabips do not think it 
necessary to determine whether this last 
clause xefors to the Jast class of deeds or to 
the class of deeds before mentioned, or to 
both, The. expression “deed,” if taken 
literally, would not apply to a mere agroce 
mont in writing not under seal. But the 
material question turns on the constriction 
of the 167th section. . That section is to-this 
effact |" From and after. the registration 
of every such daed or instrument in manner 
aforesaid, the debtor and creditors, and 
trustees parties to such deed, or who have 
asasnted thersto, of are bound thereby, 
phall,” é&c.

future trustees of any such deed or instru-

effecta, and the collection and recovery 
of the samo, a3 are possensed or may 
be ubed or exercised by assignees or 
creditors with respect: to the bankrupt, 
or his acts, estate, or effects in baak- 
ruptey.” 

it appeats to thei. Lordships difficult to 
guppose that the Legislature could have 
intended to. give this offect to every deed 
executed under the 166th claude. As before 
pointed ont, a deed might be executed and 
registered under that clause, which would 
not pase the estate of the debtor to his 
trustecs. ‘If #0, how could they have, with 
respect to that eatate, all the rights to be 
exercised by assigness in bankxaptey @ 
Further, i¢ appeara improbable that the 
Legislature abould have intended that a 
mere deed, or a mere writing without deed, 
whereby a debtor has conveyed, or has 
agreed to convey,. any portion of his estate 
to any. person under the name of an in- 
spector or otherwise, without the consent 
of asingle creditor, should have tho effect 
of clothing that: person with all the rights 
of asaignees in bankruptoy. -The ational 
of so constrning this clause is very muc, 
Increased by the two clauses which follow 
{t, Tho next is section 168, which 1s to 
this effect: “After the copy of the entry 
made by the Registrar as aforesald shall 
have been published in the Hongkong 
Government Gazette, no execution or other 
process against the debtor’s property. in 
reapect of any debt, and no procers against 
his person in respect of any debt, other 
than such process by writ or warrant aa 
may be had against a debtor about to depart 
out of the colony, shall be available to any 
creditor or claimant without leave of the. 
Court, and a certificate of the filing and 
registration of such deed under the hand of 
the Registrar, and’ the seal of the Court, 
shall be aynilable to the-debtor for all 
purposes as a protection in -bankruptoy.” 
Tt has been admitted that this section cannot. 
apply, partly becausgit refers-to an entry in 
the Hong Kong Government Gasette, which 
would apply only to instruments described 
in section .68, and further, because it could 
not have been intended that by merely oxe- 
cuting such a deed as has been spoken of 
“ander section 165 the“debtor should be able 
to protect bis property from process. The 
next section (169) is as follows :—‘* In case 
any potition eball be. presented for an 
adjudication against a debtor after his 
execution of auch deed or instrumertt, 
herein-bofora described, and ponding tho 
time allowed for the registration of such 
deed or iostrument, all proceedings undor 
such petition. may be stayed if tho Court 
shall think fit, and in case such deed or 
instrument shall be duly registered as afore- 
said, the petition shall be diamissed.” It 
hag beon admitted that the words ‘‘deed or 
instrument” here must be narrowed in thelr 
construction to deeds or inatramenta under 
section 163; and. that it is impossible to 
suppose that this section could apply to 
deeds under section 166, But if that be so, 
if these two sections admittedly do not ao 
apply,~~as it is clear they cannot apply,—it 
seoms extremely difficult to regard the sec 
tion immediately before them as applying. 
Their Lordships are disposed to read these 
three sections together, to treat section 168 
and 169 as supplementary to section 167, 
and to hold sei as applying only to 
deeds coming within the provisions of aection 
163. Section 165 may be described as an 
isolated section containing an isolated pro- 
vision, doubtless a'very valuable one, to, 
the effect that if a debtor chooses to execute 
any deed or agreement relating to the 
management of his property, or the liquida- 
tion of his debts, or his release from liability, 
he shall not kepp it secret, but shall reglater 
it for the information of persons whom it 
shail concern, under the penalty of its not 
belng admisalble in evidence unless he does 
register it. . ; 

Such being the view which thelr Lord- 
ships would have been disposed to take of 
this ordinanos if there had been no authox- 
ty on the subject, they think it right now 
to refer to some of the cases deolded upon 
the construction of the Act of 1861, the 
clauses of which, as before. observed, are 
almost identical in reference to the subject.
